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CORONER'S REPORT.

Hon. A. J. Bryant, President, and Gentlemen Members of the Board 
of Supervisors of the City and County of San Francisco : 

In compliance with Besolution No. 12,491 (new series), passed 
by your Honorable Body, June 10, 1878, requesting a report of 
the condition, operations and expenditures of this office, for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1878, 1 have the honor to submit the 
following: 

On taking possession of this office December 8, 1877, 1 found 
the records in an excellent condition, there being but little op- 
portunity for improvement. 

Of the operations, table number one gives the number of 
deaths investigated as four hundred (400), the same as last year, 
the non-increase being in the main due to the less number of 
oases reported where death resulted from natural causes, the city 
having been healthier and physicians exercising greater care in 
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reporting caseB not justly requiring inTestigation. Autopsies 
■were required in one hundred and thirty-one (131) cases, an in- 
crease of six from last year. Juries -were impaneled and in- 
queetB held in twohundred and sixteen (216) cases, fifty-four (5i) 
more than the preceding year. This table also shows that the 
largest number were reported during the month of October, 
1877.

Table number four. — The cause of death in each case and the 
nature of crime charged, if any. Comparing this table (mortu- 
ary table) with that of the preceding year, we find there has been 
an increase of thirty-seven (37) per cent, in the number of sui- 
cides, an increase that has been excelled in but two instances 
during the last sixteen years, while two and one-third per cent, 
is all that is claimed in the increase of population, the smallest 
increase for many years. For the past few years at least the 
eity has gained at the rate of about ten per cent. There has 
been a decrease of twenty-two (22) per cent, in the number of 
accidents, which is accounted for in the fact that there has been 
no great calamity from earthquakes, fires or explosions, which 
in turn have kept up the number in former years to a gradual in- 
crease, while the depression in business has prevented building 
to a considerable extent, there having been at least twenty per 
cent, loss building during the year, as compared with 1876 and 
1877. Other business enterprises have been comparatively quiet, 
Somicides have increased but five per cent. 
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Table number five. — Schedule showing property found with 
or upon the bodies of deceased persons, and the disposition of 
the same. It shows the receipt of $15,156 33 in money, besides 
mining and other stocks, jewelry, papers and articles of value, 
received and disposed of as the law directs. 

Table number six. — Description of unknown persons and their 
effects ; also, those of questionable identity. 

Table number seven. — Suicides — giving color, sex, condition, 
age, occupation, birthplace, domestic condition, intellect, pre- 
vious attempts, pre-disposing and immediate causes — for the 
year ending June 30, 1878. In this table many points of inter- 
est will be found as regards the large number of suicides during 
the year, there having been one hundred and three (103) in all. 
Quite a number commit suicide by drowning in the bay who are 
never recovered,' and of course not reckoned at this office. How 
many of the unknown and doubtful came to their deaths by 
their own action for self-destruction it is impossible to say. 
Then again it is altogether probable that but a small proportion 
of the Chinese who commit suicide come to the knowledge of 
the authorities. It will be observed by consulting this table 
that more than one-half are single persons; that the old and 
young are not exempt ; and that the average age is about thirty- 
eight, the greatest number, as we would naturally expect, being 
between the ages of thirty and forty, two more than for any 
other decade. Mechanics, closely followed by laborers, head the 
list of numbers in occupation, a fact hardly to be expected. Of 
birthplace Europe claims more than one-half of the whole num- 
ber, with Germany and Ireland greatly in the advance. Of those 
bom in the United States, Massachusetts has the most of any 
State — ^having seven, while Oalifornia has but one. More than 
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one^ali bad no relatives in this State, and nineteen men took 
their own lives leaving wives and children. The degree of in- 
telligence in eisteen was positively weak, while twelve were 
something above the average. Six were known to have made 
previous attempts, and one of these four times. In "pre- 
disposing causes," pecuniary matters head the list. Of these, 
business disappointments are somewhat in excess, bat pure want 
of means to live upon are nearly as numerous. Stock gambling 
as ft cause was ascertained in only three instances. Supposed 
incurable disease was the pre-disposing cause in seventeen of 
the one hundred and three cases, a fact that is a strong argument 
for the establishing of public dispensaries in our midst, as many 
of the * diseases were really curable, and in one instance a, 
"quack" frightened a man to desperation. "Alcohol" as a 
canae comes next in frequency, and immediately after, "love" 
in its varied phases. In the "immediate causes," want of 
means has the greater number — a little more than one-fourth of 
the whole. Alcohol and unsound mind come nest, each having 
fourteen. It is not to be understood by using the term "un- 
sound mind," that insanity is claimed to exist, yet there was 
a possibility of it in some few cases. "Love," " insanity " and 
"physical suffering" are entitled to nine each. Of those com- 
mitting suicide after crime, three had perpetrated murder, and 
three had made an assault to murder. 

In suits against the Sheriff, fees have been collected and paid 
over to the City and County Treasurer in accordance with law, 
amounting to three hundred and fifteen dollars and sixty-five 
cents (1315 65), an increase from last year of fifty-eight per 
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Table number eight — ^Expenses incurred. The Bervices reD- 
dered by Dr. John T. Crook during the first nine months of tha 
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year, in making autopsies, 'were, in many oases, very important. 
His work was highly satisfactory to every one interested. 

Demands on the City Treasuiy amounting to four hundred 
and forty dollars ($440) have been made for the recoyery of 
forty-four dead bodies from the bay, considerably m.ore than last 
year. In this connection my attention has been called to Mr, 
Wm. D. Ferguson of the Merchants' Exchange force, stationed 
at Meiggs' wharf, who has recovered two dead bodies, during the 
year, before they had been in the bay one-half hour. During 
the four years he has been stationed there he has assisted in 
saving the lives of at least twelve persons, and in three inatancea 
boldly jumped into the water and saved lives without other as- 
siatance. He is well deserving the thanks of the people and 
justly entitled to some mark of distinction. The chemical an- 
alyses have been made by Mr. Louis Falkenau in a scientific and 
satisfactory manner. 

Having been greatly interested during the year in the subject 
oi Buici'les and finding no complete and satisfactory eompilatit^ 
of the statistics for this city, I have, after considerable trouble 
and work, embraced in table number nine the suieidea for each 
month for the last sixteen years, taken from tJie records of this 
ofB.ce. It shows that the large number of sis hundred and 
eighty-seven (687) are known to have taken their own lives in this 
city during that time — an average increase per year of (21.86) 
twenty-one and ejghty-aix hundredths. Dividing the year in ta 
seasons, the summer has a few the most, with spring, winter and 
autumn following respectively. By months we find that June 
has on the average the most by quite a number, followed by 
April and July, while August has the least. "What our strong 
winds, that are so marked during the month of June, have to do 
with the cause of suicide it is not possible to say. We know 
these winds to he eondueive to the general health, but the fact 
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8 that while they blow the atrongeat on the aTorage, sui- 
cides are the most frequent, and the dying down of these winds 
in August is in unison with the diminution of suicides to the 
minimum. In other months besides April, June, July and Au- 
gust, the average is about the same, but in February of th'e past 
jear ibeie v/ere Ihirleen, an unprecedented number, witli no special 
reasons to account for it but depression in business and rainy 
weather. Yet, when we consult the record of the year before, 
we find the greatest number occurring in the pleasant months of 
September and April, and in that same year during the winter 
months, when there was but little rain, there was only about 
half as many suicides as during the winter months of last year, 
an unusually wet season. During the winter months of the past 
year there were more suicides than any other three months of the 
year, or in any three months in any year as far back as the 
records extend. In the months of July, December and March, 
there were eleven eases each month, while in June, the month 
of the greatest average, there were ten cases. In these sixteen 
years there have been nineteen mouths in which no suicide has 
been reported, every month being represented, with May and 
November having three instances. In table number ten, a 
comparison is made between the total population and total 
deaths, with the number of suicides for sixteen and thirteen 
years. Previous to June 30, 1868, the average of suicides to 
population was one to every six thousand, but in two instances 
it reached one in seven thousand. In the first year the popula- 
tion increased but five and one-half per cent, while the suicides 
decreased twenty per cent. This was one of the years of the 
war, when opportunities were offered for food and employment, 
Bt least, and some of the causes of suicide were overcome. An- 
other year was 1867 and '68, when population increased twelve 
per cent, and suicides decreased twenty-eight per cent. The 
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next year, however, suicides increased to an alarming extent- 
one hundred and fifteen per cent., being one in every three thou- 
sand seven hundred and eighty-three of population. This was a 
year when smallpox raged as an epidemic; also, scarlatina. The 
proportion remained the same with a gradual gain in population, 
until 1872 and '73, when it fell off to a reduction in suicides of 
seventeen per cent., which gives us one suicide to every over five 
thousand of population. This is the last time to date there has 
been much change for the better in the proportion, for the fol- 
lowing year there was a gain of fifty -nine per cent, of suicides, 
and with the exception of the year 1875 and '76, when there was 
a small decline in the number, there has been a large increase. 
It, however, has averaged for the last ten years about one in four 
thousand. The past year has varied largely from the average, 
when one in every two thousand nine hundred and ninety-two of 
the population have taken their own lives, while it has been an 
unusually healthy year, there haying been more than one thou- 
sand less deaths than the year before — 1876 and '77 — when small- 
pox and diphtheria were epidemic. Making a comparison with 
New York city, we find we have closely approaching three times 
as many suicides in proportion to the population, that city hav- 
ing in the last two years one suicide to every about eight thou- 
sand inhabitants. Brooklyn in 1876, had one for every 10,000 
population, and Philadelphia in 1877, had one in every fourteen 
thousand population. 

Another fact in connection with this table is in relation to epi- 
demics of smallpox — the only epidemics that have visited us 
that materially affect adults. It will be observed that in the three 
epidemics of smallpox we have had since 1866, two of them 
were severe and each embraced in the reports of two fiscal years; 
that in the first year of each instance there has been a marked 
diminution in the number of suicides, with the least number of 
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cases of the epidemic disease, while in the second year of tha 
epidemic there has been the largest increase, in each instance, in 
the number of suicides for many years, and much the larger 
number of deaths from the disease. The aeTerity of the epi- 
demic has not been always in proportion to the decline and in- 
crease, for in 186(5 and 'G7 and 1867 and '68, there was a decline 
of twenty-eight per cent, and increase of one hundred and fif- 
teen per cent, with a severe epidemic; and again in 1875 and '76 
and 1876 and '77, there was a decline of six per cent, and increase 
of thirty-four per cent, with a severe epidemic; in 1872 and '73 
and 1873 and '74, when we had a light epidemic, the decline was 
seventeen per cent, and increase fifty-nine per cent. It is possi- 
ble other causes might be shown to account for the di8propon.ion 
of the years 1875 and '76 and 1876 and '77. Of what further 
practical importance this fact may be remains for future obser- 
vations to demonstrate. In this same table, number ten, will be 
found a comparison of Chinese— the population and deaths with 
the suicides, for two years only. But this is a hardly fair show- 
ing when it has been acknowledged that but few of the suicides 
among these people come to light. It will be observed that tJie 
present year is largely in excess of the former out — more than 
doubling. 

The question naturally arises, have we special causes for the 
large number of suicides, which other cities mentioned have 
not. "Without pretending to eshaust the causes, or to any extent 
the influences mentioned, some are mentioned and may be of 
some aeirvice in explanation of the facts as stated. Pobtical ex- 
citement, a supposable cause, is universal, but during the last 
year this commimity has been not a little disturbed by local agi- 
tators, and suicides have gained in a larger per cent than for 
many years, both in proportion to population and deaths. There 
has been no great decline in the mercantile business, and not 
enough at any time to materially aftect the causes. During the 
year, only four who could be classed as merchants have taken 
their own Hves, and but one of these on account of business 
disappointments. 

As regards the dearness of food, another cause, it is a fact that 
flince 1864, when food was very dear, the price has gradually de- 
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olined and d-aring the last two years, when there has been the 
largest gain in suicides, food has been yery cheap, and yery 
greatly reduced from the prices of a few years ago, the dry seas- 
ons changing but little, if any, the prices. Our climate is surely 
peculiar; other than the summer winds, which have been spoken 
of, is the absence of the average quantity of rain, or a large in- 
crease over the average. By comparing suicides with the table 
of rain fall it cannot be recognized that either extreme or the 
average has any influence on the number. The last few years 
seem to demonstrate this beyond a doubt, for in 1876 and '77, 
when there was a quantity of rain far below the average, suicides 
increased thirty-four per cent, and during the last year when 
there was a quantity of rain much above the average, suicides 
still increased thirty-seven per cent. The last year that closely 
approached the average of rain was 1874 and '75, when there was 
again of only one and sixty-nine hundredths per cent, in suicides; 
but the year before, when there was a quantity of rain nearer the 
average, there was a gain of fifty-nine per cent, in suicides. 
Isolation as a pre-disposing cause may exist, but it was not recog- 
nized during the year in any case. Our table shows that more 
than one-half of suicides had no relatives in this State; no one 
on whom they could justly call for aid when suffering from 
sickness and misfortune, or from wants to sustain life. There 
remains but one other recognized cause to mention. That is the 
speculation in mining stocks such a large number have indulged 
in. There are no statistics as regards the special causes of sui- 
cides, that have been kept in this office before the past year, and 
no tabulated statements of the rise and fall of mining stocks to 
be heard of; such stocks being influenced by so many causes, it 
may be impossible to render such statements. But it seems very 
clear that since the great discoveries in the Comstock Lode, and 
the following speculations in mining stocks in this city, suicides 
have been gradually on the increase, there being but one marked 
decline, and that in the year 1872 and '73; yet in the following 
year there was a large increase, which made the two years an av- 
erage of the gradual gain. In the year 1874 and '75, when the 
" Big Bonanza " was first yielding largely, suicides decreased 
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f four in number, but iu the following year when these same minee 

I were nearly doubling in the amount produced over the first years, 

i suicides as shown, increased thirfcy-four pet cent. During the 

) last year, when there has been a general decline in nearly all 

L mining stocks, Huicides have increased to an alai'miug extent. 

In the cansea of suicides, however, stock speculations have been 

ascertained in but three cases; how many of those suffering from 

business disappointments and want of means, where the remote 

causes are ascribable to such unfortunate speculations, it ia im- 

'. possible to say. 

Table number eleven exhibits the means used by suicides for 
I sixteen years, and it will be seen that in one-third of the cases 
I the pistol is used; opium in about one-sixth, which is closely 
f followed by the knife aud strychnia ; hanging and drowning 
3 nest. The others of any number are arsenic and strangula- 
tion. The supposed influence of example is frequently illustra- 
-no form of suicide being accomplished but another, at 
I least, follows in the same manner and with the same means, gen- 
erally within twenty-four or forty-eight hours, and by those who 
e perfect strangers to each other. On nearly every block of 
the business portion of this city a display of pistols is made, a 
I temptation and encouragement to the would-be suicide. There 
I are no rastrictions put on, and but little discretion used, in the 
I Bale of poisons, any one at any time being able to obtain from 
any wholesale or retail drug store all he may desire. 

As a linale to this interesting subject, sections of deductions 
drawn by John P. Gray, M. D., LL. D., Superintendent of the 
New York Lunatic Asylum, from a lecture delivered by him to 
medical students in March, 1878, are quoted, as the best evidence 
as regards the mental condition of the suicides, and facts fully 
illustrated by the records of this office, 

" Section 2. Suicide, though always an unnatural act, is in a 
" large proportion, if not the majority of oases, committed by 
" persons who are entirely sane." 

" Section 5. That suicide is in no true sense an impulse, but 
" in the sane and insane it is the result of reflection and delib- 
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" eration of more or less duration, and is an act determined upon 
" in the mind of the individual from causes accepted by his 
judgment as suS&cient, whether real or imaginary — a mode of 
escape from threatened or supposed dishonor, shame, punish- 
ment, poverty or suffering, real or imaginary. 

Section 6. That suicide by the sane and insane is frequently 
the result of hasty or wrong interpretation of facts, both in 
their magnitude and consequences — merely defective reasoning 
from true premises." 

In conclusion I beg leave to tender my thanks to Deputy 
Coroners Wheeler and Hamilton, and to Messenger Smith, for 
faithful performance of their several duties; also to Police Sur- 
geon Stivers and City Physician Blach, for the prompt and care- 
ful manner of making autopsies during the last three months. 
I am under obligations to Chief of Police Kirkpatrick and force. 
Sheriff Nunan and Deputies, for timely assistance in the dis- 
charge of my official duties, and to the public press for advertise- 
ment of the description of unknown dead and those of ques- 
tionable identity. I am also under obligations to your Honorable 
Body for furnishing all means and facilities requested for prop- 
erly conducting this office.

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CORONER'S REPORT.

San Francisco, July 15, 1882. f 

To the Honorable the Board of Supervisors 

of the City and County of San Francisco, 

Gentlemen — In compliance with Resolution No. 15,758 (New 
Series), passed by your Honorable Body, June 5, 1882, requesting 
a report of the condition of this department of the City Govern- 
ment during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1882, I have the. 
honor to submit the following tables and remarks thereon : 

Table No. 1 shows the number of deaths reported for investi- 
gation, autopsies performed and inquests held during each month 
of the year. A comparison of this table with that of last year, 
will show a large increase in the work performed by this oMce. 

The total number of deaths reported was 406, an average of 
33.83 per month, and in number 60 more than the preceding 
year. Autopsies were held in 201 cases, an average of 16.75 per 
month, an increase of 26 from last year. The subject of post 
mortem examinations I have considered of so great importance, 
as to pay particular attention to that branch of this department, 
and I will submit a few remarks thereon in the course of my re- 
X^ort. There have been 196 inquests held, an increase of 32 from 
last year, an average of 16.33 per month in contrast with about 
13.5 the year previous. 

No. 2, Mortuary Table (the key to the table of details). This 
table shows the cause of death in each case and the nature of the 
crime charged, if any. Comparing this table with that of the pre- 
ceding year, we find that the increased number of cases is largely 
due to accidental deaths, and by referring to table No. 4, the 
mode of death will be accounted for. Homicides come next on 
the list to account for the increase; the other causes of death 
being in about the same proportion as last year. 

In Table No. 3 will be found an analysis of the sudden and 
unexpected deaths from natural causes, classified as to the disease 
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producing the same, as shown by post mortem examinatdon, 
One of the causes of death which claimed the largest number of 
cases was affections of the brain, there being 27, an increase of 
11 as cumpared with the same disease last year. Deaths from 
aneurism and alcoholism have slightly increased. Heart disease, 
which claimed the largest number of cases last year, has slightly 
decreased, there being 27, two less than last year. The large 
number of deaths from pneumonia, which has been especially 
mentioned in the two preceding reports, has this year decreased 
largely, there being less than half the number of cases; the re- 
maining causes of death being about proportionate with last year. 
As regards the nativity of these cases, Ireland furnished the larg- 
est number (40), the United States following with 36, and Ger- 
hiany nest with 21, In ages, the largest number are upwards of 50 
years. The occupation of these cases covers a great variety of 
callings, laborers being the most numerous. It has been ascer- 
tained that in a large percentage of cases of sudden death, the 
deceased had been an inmate of one of the various hospitals in 
this city, and had been discharged apparently cured, only to be 
found dead or to die suddenly within a short time after leaving 
the hospital. 

Table No. 4— On comparing the number of accidental deaths 
with that of last year, we find an increase of 41, and note that 
the increase is due to the excessive number of falls, as compared 
with last year, there being 18 more than recorded in the preced- 
ing report. There is no eiplanation to be given for this increase 
in the number of deaths from falls, as there has been no instance 
where more than one death occuned at one and the same time, 
and as this is the only year in which such an estraordinary num- 
ber is noted, there is reason to believe that this will prove to be 
an exceptional record. There were 33 accidental deaths from 
drowning, an increase of 10 as compared with last year. Addingto 
this number, sis eases of drowning wherein the manner of death 
was not determined by the jury {but in all probability was acci- 
dental), it may seem large, in fact, is a large percentage of the 
accidental deaths. When we consider that San Francisco, with 
its three hundred thousand inhabitants, is so situated that it is 
more than three-fourths surrounded by water, and that thousands 
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of men are daily employed upon Che bay and along the city front 
where numerous ** man holes " are found in some of the wharves 
or in the planked streets beneath which the tide ebbs and flows, 
it is not surprising that there should be a large number of deaths 
from drowning. There have been 17 deaths caused by being run 
over by vehicles, horse-6ars, cable roads and cars propelled by 
steam, the same number as last year. In most of these cases, the 
drivers or engineers were arrested at the time and charged with 
manslaughter, but in no instance has it been proved upon inquest, 
that they were any manner to blame for the death. Public justice 
would be as well subserved if there were more careful inquiry 
made in such cases to ascertain if there were any culpability be- 
fore making the arrest. The accidental deaths from gun-shot 
wounds have been 5, from poison 7, from burning and suffo- 
cation in fire 9, an increase in each cause over last year 
(of gun-shot wounds 3, poison 4, fire 2). As to the birth place of 
these victims of accident, Ireland as usual takes the lead with 29 
cases, this State coming next. As regards age, the larger num- 
ber of cases were upwards of 50 years; six-sevenths of those 
born in California were under 20 years. In occupation, labor- 
ers are the most numerous, teamsters, seamen and housewives 
coming next, being respectively in about the same proportion. 

Table No. 5 — ^^There were thirty cases of homicide during the 
fiscal year, an increase of seven over last year. There were seven- 
teen murders, four more than in 1880-81. Of the total number 
of murders, seven were those of Chinese — G^ve males and two 
females — the murderer in each case being of the same race. 
During last year there were but three cases of Chinese murders, 
the victims all being males; the nativity of the remaining cases 
being: California, 2; Massachusetts, 2; South Carolina, 1;. Ire- 
land, 2; Italy, 2; and Germany, 1. Of these 10 victims, 6 were 
males and 4 were females. Of the 9 cases of manslaughter — all 
of whom were males — Ireland was the birthplace of 4, while 
New York, Illinois, Mexico, Germany and Norway claimed 1 
each. There were five cases of manslaughter last year. There 
were four cases of justifiable homicide, one less than last year . 
The nativity of those cases were one each for Massachusetts, 
New York, Germany and Ireland. Out of the total of thirty 
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eases of homicide, the weapon uaed iu Beventeen cases was the 
pietol, the knife being need in seven cases. 

Table No. 6 abows tliat the total number of homicides in this 
cit^ for the last twenty years has been 393. The means used in 
177 cases was the piptol. To the last number, if we add 304, 
which is the number of suicides in which the means used was 
the same, we have a grand total of 481 deaths from pistol-shot 
wounds during that length of time^ — a terrible truth connected 
with the histoi-y of San Francisco. This is not all, for there has 
been quite a number accidentally killed by carelessly handling 
fireoiine. If we again refer to the table mentioned, we shall see 
that the highest per cent, {according to the population) of homi- 
cides in any one year since 1862 was in the year 187/), when there 
was one for every 5,994 inhabitants. In the year 1877 there 
was one for evei-y 9,917 inhabitants from the pistol alone. 
Again, the same table will show that the lowest per cent, iu any 
one year since 18G2, was in the year 1864, when there was only 
one for every 20,16G inhabitants, from all means; while in the 
same year there was only one for every G0,5U0 inhabitants from 
pistol-shot wounds. Tffe question would naturally arise in our 
minds: "Why is it that the highest per cent, of homicides are in 
the years 1875 and 1877, and the lowest per cent, in 1864? — 
when at the present time we are surrounded by all of the social, 
moral and religious influences that are eh aract eristic of a well- 
governed and Christian community. There are a great number 
of social and benevolent societies, churches, schools and free 
libraries, together with many other advantages tending to en- 
lighten and improve the mind, all of which should not only make 
us happier but also better." The answer is quite plain. There 
are so many in our midst, and, to a great extent (I am sorry to 
say) among the youth, who do not consider that their toilet is 
complete for an evening's walk or a call upou a friend unless 
tliey have a revolver hung to their side. Please pardon me 
if 1 suggest to your Honorable Body the propriety — yea, even 
the urgent necessity— of passing an ordinance against the carry- 
ing of firearms that will be more stringent than the one in force 
at the present time. The ordinance should be of such a nature 
that its violation could be severely punished. It would occa- 
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«ionally be the meaos of saving a valuable life. In this State 
for the year 1881 (as far as I have been able to ascertain) there 
has been one homicide, wherein the weapon used was the pistol, 
for every 8,558 inhabitants, and one suicide for every 13,694 in- 
habitants by the same weapon. 

Table No. 7 — Suicides. — There have been 72 cases, proven to 
be suicides, during the year, the same number as the foregoing 
year. Of the total number of cases, 16 were natives of Germany, 
which country, as usual, has a large proportion; Ireland follow- 
ing with eight; the United States furnishing 18, the remaining 
cases being about equally divided among the different countries 
of Europe. The greatest number of these victims were between 
the ages of 40 and 50 years, the youngest suicide being 15 years 
of age and the oldest 68. About one-ninth of the whole number 
were females and nearly half of the number were single persons. 
Among the great variety of means adopted by the suicide, that 
of firearms appears to be the favorite, there being 23 during the 
past year who ended their lives by that means. This would not 
be the case in many instances were it not the universal habit of 
men in San Francisco to carry a pistol.* There are some good 
And honorable men who are by nature extremely sensitive and 
who occasionally meet with a slight disappointment in business; 
the pistol is at hand in most cases, and in a moment of despond- 
ency they send a bullet through their head or heart. The worst 
feature of this common practice of men carrying firearms is not 
in the suicide alone, but also in cases of homicide. Under that 
head I have referred to and given statistics in connection with 
this abominable practice. The total number of suicides from 
poison was 28. Among the different drugs more commonly used 
is strychnia, also opium and its different varieties. You will see 
by the table on suicides that there have been 13 deaths in this 
•city during the past twelve months from strychnia and eight 
from opium and its compounds, three from arsenic, two from 
■carbolic acid and one from cyanide potassium. There is a phar- 
maceutical law in force at the present time which requires all 
persons that deal out, sell or convey certain drugs (the names of 
which are given) that are considered poisonous, shall keep a 
book to use as a register, which shall contain the name of the 
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persons receiving the drug, their residence, the name 
if the drug, the dste when given, etc. Aa far hb learned from 
inTestigation in this office, the law has been iiniverBally complied 
with by the druggiata of this city. Notwithstanding this, I do 
not think that it has prevented one single person, while in a fit 
of delirium or mental despondenoy from obtaiSing any of the 
lost deadly compounds known to Materia 3Iedica; for any one 
'hose mind is in that condition,. being determined to end life, 
will not hesitate to tell an untruth, if by so doing the desired 
drug can be obtained. The large amount of gum-opium, lauda- 
num, morphia, strychnia, and other poisons that is left and often 
found beside the dead body is surprising, which shows that they 
not only can obtain the amount necessary but any quantity they 
might ask for. That section in the ' 'Act of Pharmacy regulating 
the sale of poisonous drugs," should be either altered, amended 
or annulled, and an Act framed in such a manner that it would 
be impossible for any person to obtain any drug known in phar- 
macy as poisonous, unless it be prescribed by a legal practitioner 
of medicine. A clause could be added, escepting drug mer- 
ts and a certain class of manufacturers. It is not merely 
the loss of the poor suicide's life that should be taken into ac- 
icount, for often a helpless wife and children, or an aged father or 
lother, are left by him upon whom they depended for support. 
Of the remaining causes of death, eight chose drowning as a 
two less than last year; six adopted hanging, an increase 
of two over the preceding year; the knife was resorted to in but 
four cases, a large decrease from the year previous, when there 
were 13; each of the following causes claiming one case respect- 
rely: asphysia by charcoal gas, run over by train, atrangula- 
pSon. 

In the predisposing causes of suicide, 30 were from pecuniary 
roubles, an increase of about one-third, as compared with last 
Mr. Of this number, 17 were for want of means and eight for 
B loss of means; of the latter number were three Chinese, the 
MB being occasioned by gambling, which was also the case of 
Ipe white. lu one case the loss of means was caused by gam- 
S in stocks. The excessive use of alcohol was assigned in 
Love claimed eight victims, about the same number 
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as the precedingb year. Supposed incurable disease was the 
cause of six. The above are the most noticeable causes. 

Immediate causes. — During the year, the want of means was 
the immediate cause of 12 suicides, and the loss of means, four. 
Alcohol victimize'd 24, a terrible increase as compared with last 
year, when there were but nine. Temporary insanity and un 
sound mind was ascribed in nine cases, and positive insanity in 
three. Supposed incurable disease was assigned in five cases, 
and physical suffering in. two. Love is given as a cause in five 
cases. Eemorse and scolding from a parent each claimed one 
case, as did financial embarrassment. Fear of punishment and 
disappointment in business was the immediate cause of two sui- 
cides respectively. In one instance the cause was unknown. 
One of the most common of the immediate and predisposing 
causes of committing suicide is from the want of means. In 
many instances, before ending life, the suicide has told a friend, 
or left a note to the effect that they were penniless and could 
not obtain employment; that life to them was a continual strug- 
gle between hunger and want. This may seem strange in a land 
where the climate is almost continual spriifg, where the soil is of 
the most productive. It shows some of the terrible results of the 
ordeal through which we are at present passing from the heathen 
invasion. Supposed incurable disease was the cause of commit- 
ting suicide in five cases and physical suffering in two. Domes- 
tic trouble and disappointment in love furnished two and three 
cases respectively. Disappointment in business and fear of pun- 
ishment was the assigned cause in two cases each; the fear in 
the two latter cases being caused by a crime committed — the 
one, an assault with a deadly weapon; the other, a breach of 
trust. Eemorse and scolding from parent was the cause in two 
cases, one respectively. In one case, the immediate cause of 
committing suicide was unknown. There have been 49 pub- 
lished attempts at suicide during the fiscal year; of these, 29 
were males and 20 females, in one case (a female) it being the 
second attempt within a few days. Two males committed sui- 
cide by drowning in the bay whose bodies were not known to 
have been recovered and are not recorded in any place. 

There have been five deaths from unknown causes during the 
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year, one more than last year. Three of tbeSe bodies were re- 
covered from the bay or oeeao. and were in such an advanced 
stage of decomposition that it was impossible to determine the 
cause of death. Atrtopsies aud a chemical analysis were made 
in two of the land caees without revealing the cause of death. 
In the remaining case, the body was so decomposed as to render 
an autopsy impossible.

Table No. 9 — ^Report of unknown dead and description there- 
of. During the past year the bodies of twelve white male 
adults, one Chinese adult, and one Chinese and five white in- 
fanta, were unidentiBed.

It 
shows the receipt of $10,297.50 in money, besides mining stocks. 
jewelry, papers and articles of value, all of which were disposed 
of as the law directs. 

Table No. 11 — Expenses incurred in the prosecution of the 
duties of the office. 

In suits against the Sheriff, fees have been collected and paid 
over to the City and County Treasurer, amounting to $67.40, 

In relation to the subject of autopsies, which are held by the 
Police Surgeon and the City Physician for the Coroner, I feel it 
incumbent on me to offer a fexv suggeetiona. I am well aware, 
fi3 the law now stands, no remedy is available. Before entering 
upon this subject I take great pleasure in saying that the present 
incumbents (Drs. Stambaugh and Blach) have ever performed 
their duty at this office with perfect satisfaction. A moment's 
reflection will suffice to show (he impropriety of a surgeon who 
holds post-mortem examinations almost daily at the Morgue 
(flome of the bodies being in an advanced stage of decomposi- 
tion), of leaving his work and hastening to the City Receiving 
Hospital and there proceed to dress fresh wounds. To the 
taedioal man any remarks on this subject are unnecessary, but 
-ntaide of physicians there are but few who have the remotest 
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idea of the terriblfe, deadly poison that is in the human body 
after death. It has been estimated by . some medical writers 
that one-fifth of a drop of virus taken from the body, post 
mortem, and inoculated into any part of the living body, would 
be very liable to cause serious results. We will suppose a case, 
the truth of which (as far as the work is concerned) is verified 
almost daily. One of our citizens meets with an accident upon 
the streets and is conveyed to the City Receiving Hospital as 
quickly as possible. The Police Surgeon is not in, but is at the 
Morgue holding an autopsy. His hands are completely covered 
with a deadly poison; he is obliged to leave everything and go 
in haste to the Receiving Hospital. In washing his hand hur- 
riedly (which he will be obliged to do) is it not likely that a 
minute particle of that virulent poison will be left on them? 
He arrives at the hospital and proceeds to dress his patient's 
wound; his hands come in contact with an abraded surface, or 
perhaps a deep and incised wound. The wound becomes in- 
oculated. What next? Inflammation sets in, and soon blood 
poisoning, followed by gangrene, and death. The paltry sum 
saved by fixing the duties of performing autopsies for the 
Cononer, on the Police Surgeon, are not worth considering 
when such terrible results might follow. I will not insult your 
intelligence by making any comparison between a few dollars 
that this City and County might save on the one hand, and the 
loss of a valuable life on the other. Anything that would jeop- 
ardize the life of the humblest in our midst, would not only be 
wicked but inhuman. It might not be improper in connection 
with this to suggest that when the time comes for the city to 
draft a new charter, that some provision be made so that a per- 
son other than the Police Surgeon should perform autopsies for 
the Coroner. The separation of duties seems imperative, and it 
is to be hoped that such a clause will be inserted for the reason 
heretofore mentioned. Another very good reason why the 
Police Surgeon should not hold autopsies for the Coroner: In 
the cases of homicides in many instances the victim does not die 
at the time the wound is received, but is removed to the City 
Receiving Hospital. The Police Surgeon must examine and 
dress his wounds, and as a matter of course he forftis an opinion 
of the case and its probable result, and in many instances it is 
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imposBible to satisfy himgelf aa to the extent of the injury re- 
ceived, should it be a gun-shot or hnife wound. However, the 
result is iatal. Now the law requires that he shall make a post 
mortem esamiuation on the body that be has treated profession- 
ally, and shall pronounce the cause of death. This should not 
be. There are occasions when the Police Surgeon would un- 
doubtedly be very glad to be excused from the responsibility of 
passing judgment upon his own work. He miiut give evidence 
at the inquest, before the Police Court, and likewise at the linal 
trial in the Superior Court. Then every little thing that might 
possibly have any bearing upon the case, outside of the victim's 
wounds, would be dwelt upon. Would it not be far better for 
a man placed in such a responsible position, to know nothing: 
about, the case until called upon to hold an examination after 
death. 

In making this brief report to you, gentlemen, I have tried to 
avoid anything that would have reference to any one particular 
case. Not but that there has been during the past twelve months 
quite a number of cases biought to this ofBce for investigation, 
that at the time of their occurrence seemed to shock the whole 
community. All such cases kave been well ventilated by the 
daily journals. To point out auy particular case could not be 
the means of doing any good, but would be instrumental in add- 
ing fresh pangs of sorrow to some innocent persona who had 
unfortunately been connected therewith. 

In conclusion, I beg leave to tender my thanks to Deputy 
Coroners Smith and Groom and to Messenger McCarthy, for the 
faithful performauce of their several duties. lam under obliga- 
tions to Chief of Police Crowley, the detective and police force, 
and to Sheriff Sedgwick and deputies, for timely assistance in 
the discharge of my official duties, and to the public press for 
the advertisement of the description of unknown dead and those 
of doubtful identify, bes.des many other courteous acts. I am 
also under obligations to your Honorable Body for furnishing 
all means and facilities for properly conducting this office.

To the Honorable Board of Supervisors 

of the City and County of San Francisco^ 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit my first annual re- 
port of the affairs of this office during the fiscal year ending- 
June 30, 1883, in accordance with Resolution No. 16,396, (New 
Series), passed by your Honorable Body July 2," 1883. I here- 
with submit the appended tables and remarks thereon. Be- 
fore referring to the accompanying statistical tables, I would 
call your attention to some matters that for a long time have- 
been under discussion, either through the medium of the press- 
or at the instance of private individuals. 

Firstly — The question of a public morgue. That there wouldt 
be an advantage, in having such, must be admitted, as the bick- 
erings and jealousies among undertakers would thereby be at an. 
end. There is but one disadvantage in a public morgue — the- 
expense. A.s it now is, the Coronor's Office and also the morgue,, 
do not cost the city one dollar, whereas, if there were a morgue- 
owned by the city, the least expense at which it could be run^ 
would be $200 a month. 

Secondly — The question of post-mortem examination may here 
be impartially discussed. My predecessor has already called 
attention to the evil effects of the present method of procedure. 

The law now insists on such examinations being made by the 
Police Surgeon, or the City Physician. To medical men the ter^ 
rible effects of blood poisoning are but too well known, and 
many a sad sacrifice has thus been made without cause. 
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The manner in which blood poisoniag may take plane is as 
follows: The Police Surgeon is at the morgue holding an 
■autopsy on a subject that moat likely ia in an advanced stage of 
'decomposition. Kis hands from contact- with this body must 
necessarily be impregnated with the poison that al! decomposing 
matter contains. This poison is so virulent that, were be to cut 
his finger during such esauiination, it would be followed by the 
most terrible agony and death. During the lime tbat the Police 
Surgeon is thus engaged, it may happen that he be called sud- 
denly to the City ReceiTiug Hospital to dress the wouuds of some 
unfortunate citizen who has met with an accident. No matter 
how carefully he may wash his bands, there may cling to them 
the germs of this deadly poison. He proceeds to dress these 
wounds. Inoculation may take place, only to he followed by 
inflammation, gangrene, and death : 
horrible sufferings. 

Another good reason why the Police Surgeon should not hold 
autopaiea for the Coronor ia, tbat in some caaea, be would Tir- 
tually act as judge of his own labor. For instance, a person 
may receive a wound or other injury at the hands of eome other 
person. The victim is removed to the City Receiving Hospital; 
there he ia under the treatment of the Police Surgeon, who pro- 
-ceeds to dress bis wounds, and foi-ms bia opinion as to the prob- 
able termiuatioo of the ease. Should the patient die, the Cor- 
oner, according to the law, must order an antopay. This autopsy 
would necessarily be held by the Police Surgeon who would, aa 
a matter of course, be called npou to decide in favor of his own 
treatment of the caae. In other words, " I treated my patient 
correctly, but he died from the effects of his assailant's treat- 
ment," whereas, the reverse might possibly be the case, Should 
the case be one of homicide, the Police Surgeon would be called 
upon to give his testimony before the Police and Superior Courts, 
as well as at the Coroner's inquest, and every little item, outside 
of the fatal wounds, would be brought into service to defeat the 
ends of justice — a fact that ia becoming more and more evident 
of late years. 

Thirdly — I would call your attention to a fact which, at first 
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"siglit, would seem of little importance, yet at the same time is an 
absolute necessity, namely, the photographing of the unknown 
dead for the purpose of identification, after the unknown body 
be sent to its final resting place. 

It is the custom in all large cities of the world, whenever a 
body remains unidentified, a likeness of the same is taken and 
hung at the street door of the morgue, in order that the passers 
by may view the same and possibly lead to its recognition. As 
a matter of fact, I would state, that, in Paris, statistics have shown 
that eighty-five per cent, of these photographs have led to the 
identification of the unknown dead. One great reason that so 
many bodies remain unidentified is, the natural dislike and fear 
that the living: have for the dead, more particularly when such 
bodies have been mutilated by accident or otherwise. Thus it is 
easy to realize that people would stop to look at a photograph 
whilst they would not veijture near a corpse. The expense for 
such photographs would not be one hundred dollars per year, 
whereas the benefit to the surviving relatives would be incalcu- 
lable. 

In reference to the actual business of the office, I would state 
that the number of cases during my administration has been far 
greater than during any previous administration. There has 
been an increase in crime without any corresponding increase in 
population. To assign this increase to any one cause would be 
absurd, although the factors most prominent are speculation and 
abuse of alcoholic stimulants. During the year, 436 cases were 
reported to this office and officially acted upon — an increase of 
30 compared with last year. Inquests were held in 229 cases of 
that number, an increase of 33 over the preceding year. Autop- 
sies were made by the Police Surgeon in 202 cases. There were 
139 accidental deaths against 128 the year previous. Of that 
number 22 came to their death by being run over, 35 by means 
of drowning, 37 from falling and 12 by means of burns. 

There were 80 suicides, an increase of 8 over last year. Of 
that number 22 were natives of Germany, which country has the 
largest proportion of suicides. The predisposing cause of sui- 
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cide in 26 cases was pecuniary troubles; intemperance claimei 
15 victims and love 11. 

Tlie means used by the suicides were as follows: Pistol shot, 
wounds, 31; poison, 25; strangulation, 13, drowning, 2 and 
powder explosion, 1. 

Fees were collected in suite against the Sheriff, amounting to- 
?38.25, and delivered to the City and County Treasurer. In 
conclusion, I would return thanks to those who have generously 
aided me in the prosecution of my duties; to Chief of Police 
Crowley and his efficient corps of assistants; to Sheriff Connelly 
and his Deputies; to City Physician Dr. Chas. Blach and Police 
Surgeon Dr. F. H. Dennis, and to my assistants Deputy Coro- 
ners M. J. Simmons and J. J. Groom, and Messenger P. H. 
Shanley. To Mr. Wm. J. ^allady the thanks of the citizens as 
well as my own are due, for the construction of a Morgue that, 
has not its equal in any part of the United States. All the latest 
hygienic improvements, such as patent slabs and sprays, asphal- 
tum flooring and water-tight compartments are here brought into 
requisition, 

I desire, furthermore, to tend my thanks to your Honorable- 
Body for the promptness and generosity which you have mani- 
fested in furnishing me with all the means of facilitating the- 
duties of this office. 

I am also under obligations to the press for promptly publish- 
ing the description of unknown dead and those of doubtful 
identity.
